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PASTORAL PERSPECTIVE 

It doesn't seem possible that it was five years ago this month, J uly 2004, I trav- 
eled to the Lutheran Theological Seminary at Gettysburg to attend a Diaconal Min- 
istry Formation Event. This two week adventure gives attendees, prospective 
Diaconal Ministers, a better understanding of the many facets of Diaconal Ministry. 
One significant aspect of the Formation Event is a nightly teaching on maintaining 
one's spiritual life. An analogy used was: you are a spiritual reservoir - people 
come to you with questions, concerns, and worries - and - you dip into your reser- 
voir... you must continually seek God and replenish that reservoir - or - you will 
become dry, parched, and exhausted. 

This is not a plea for help! I don't feel dry, parched, or exhausted. In fact, minis- 
tering with the staff, council, and members of Faith Community Lutheran Church 
is invigorating in many ways. It is certainly challenging because of the amount of 
ministry that is happening. However, that is not a bad thing! We are about God's 
work: we are active. ..we are growing. ..there are challenges managing the activity 
and growth. It is truly exciting seeing God in our midst. 

My worry and concern about becoming dry, parched, and exhausted is for all of us 
- the body of Christ. Yes, I realize that it is summer (J uly in the northern hemi- 
sphere is after all summer... not so much in the southern hemisphere). Summer is 
a time for us to relax... take vacations (or stay-cations)... to just rest and recreate 
(I prefer re-create). What is my worry if I recognize it is summer? My worry is we 
will miss God in the midst of it all! In the midst of all the activity. ..all of the wor- 
ries. ..all of the weeds! From a temporal perspective, with all the rain we re- 
ceived in J une, the probability of weeds growing is very high! 

I am reminded of the parable of the sower (Matthew 13:3-9, Mark 4:3-9, and Luke 
8:5-8). We are grateful that God is so lavish, - casting seed all over the place: on 
the path, on the rocks, in the thorns, and on the good soil. Most of us can either 
relate to or know someone who is or was the path, a rock, amongst the thorns, or 
good soil. Anyone who has ever tended a garden knows weeds really like good 
soil! Weeds can devastate a marvelous garden. I watch Diane meticulously pick 
the smallest of weeds from around plants in the garden. I, on the other hand, 
take great joy in pulling the big weeds that overshadow the small plants. There is 
a parallel here - we need both! Often times we see the big things that over- 
shadow our spiritual life. At the same time, we need to be mindful of the little 
weeds that clutter our lives. 

In the midst of the summer. ..take some time to reinforce the habit of replenishing 
the reservoir and be mindful of the weeds, both big and small, that tend to crowd 
out God where we cannot see God because of the big weeds around us and others 
cannot see God in us because the little weeds draw their attention away from our 
witness of God's love.

OUTREACH NEWS 

J une was a very busy month, and J uly will also be too. 
Early in June, the Outreach Committee accepted Kim- 
berly Scruggs' resignation as Outreach Chairperson. The 
decision was based completely on personal obligations. 
Kimberly did a fantastic job as chairperson and we are 
very pleased that she plans to remain active and com- 
mitted to the Outreach Committee and our Outreach 
Partners. We ask that you join us in prayers of thanks- 
giving for Kimberly's efforts and the support of her fam- 
ily. Please continue your prayers for her as she moves 
forward as an active member of this committee. 
Prayers are also requested for the Outreach committee 
as we begin our search for a new chairperson and for Ed 
Broestl during his time as interim chairperson. 

The Outreach Committee spent several meetings build- 
ing on the reorganizational ideas Kimberly began and 
has developed a plan to restructure Outreach into sub- 
committees. Those committees are: 

Communications Committee : responsible for both inter- 
nal and external communications. Examples of in- 
ternal communications are the FCLC Faith Commu- 
nicator, bulletin headlines, VPU slides, FCLC News, 
and the Outreach email list. Examples of external 
communications are local newspapers and phone 
book advertisements. This committee will also be 



responsible for developing stronger relationships 
with both the city of Longmont and the county of 
Boulder. 

Faith Family Committee : responsible for the Kids Hope 
USA program, the Good Samaritan Fund, the Semi- 
nary Fund, and any other Outreach groups, func- 
tions, or partners that benefit our Faith Family. 

Grant Request Committee : responsible for working dili- 
gently with our current and new Outreach Partners 
to process Grant Requests for Partner funding. This 
committee would determine the processes by which 
funds will be granted and the funding appropriate to 
the request. 

Missions and Missionaries Committee : responsible for 
working with congregational members seeking to go 
on mission trips and missionaries requesting spon- 
sorship. 

Monthly Theme Committee or Coordinator : responsible 
for working with all Outreach Committees, FCLC 
congregational members, FCLC staff, and Outreach 
Partners to emphasize the various monthly themes. 
This person or committee would ensure that appro- 
priate people (especially those with passion for the 
specific monthly theme) are recruited for and en- 
gaged in activities based upon the monthly focus.
